Heart Switch 
In Montreal

MONTREAL (CP)—A new heart is beat- 
ing today.in the chest of Canada’s second 
heart transplant, patient, 49-year-old Gaetan 
Paris, fewer-than three hours after a surgi- 
cal team began the operation at the Montreal 
Heart Institute. 

The institute said the ‘new heart began 
beating with the help of a single electrical 
shock at 11:12 a.m,” :. 

Dr. Paul David, executive director of the 
institute, said that ‘‘at this stage the con- 

_ ditions of the operation are more favor- 
able than in the first transplant.” 

The operation was completed at about 
12:30 p.m, 

Canada’s first heart transplant, in an 
operation lasting more than four hours May 
31, also was performed at the institute by a 
team headed by Dr. Pierre Grondin, who per- 
formed today's operation. 

The first recipient, Albert Murphy, 59, 
died 46 hours later of various circulatory 
complications. 

FOUR ALIVE 


Today's transplant was the 22nd in the 
world. Four are still living. Mr. Murphy 
was the world’s 18th transplant patient. 

The heart of Mr. Paris, an electrical 
designer and father of five living in nearby 
Laval, came from” 23-year-old Yvon Bastien 
who died Thursday night of injuries suffered 
in a motorcycle accident,

LOS ANGELES (AP) —Sirhan Bishara Sirhan,

Dr. David said the operation on Mr. 
Paris had proceeded favorably. The heart- 
lung machine used to sustain him was re- 
moved at 11:24 a.m. His blood pressure 
was about 120 compared with a blood pres- 
sure of between 90 and 100 in the late stages 
of the operation on Mr. Murphy. 

Mr. Paris had suffered ‘‘progressive heart 
failure’ since his third major heart attack in 
January, when he was unconscious for two 
weeks, Dr. David said. 

Mr. Paris was transferred to the institute 
Jan 31. In the last week doctors “really had 
difficulty in keeping up his condition.” 


HAD DIFFICULTY 


Relatives of Mr. Bastien, who died about 
ll p.m., offered his heart to the institute. 
_ The operation today was started hours 
after the recipient’s wife, Claire, publicly 
appealed to hospital emergency wards in the 
area to remind families of accident victims 
that her husband needed“ heart transplant. 

“As a wife and mother of five children, I 
ask only that any family that is in a position 
to come to the aid of my husband does not 
hesitate to make the gesture, which will. cost 
nothing, but which could save a life,” she said 
in an interview. 


VALPARAISO;- Chili (UPI)—Chile under- 
took its first heart transplant operation Friday 
at the Admiral Neff Naval Hospital. 

The operation was on Maria Penaloza, 24, 
a seamstress, suffering from a congenital 
vascular deficiency. The donor was Gabriel 
Veliz Araneda, 32, who died of a brain injury:

Initial. reports blamed the 
failure on lightning striking a 
transformer. __ Lightning also 
split a tree.in Saanich. 


Hail fell and blanketed the 
ground briefly in some areas, 
Gordon Head residents said they 
couldn't remember anything 
like it in June. 

The blackout: was . general 
throughout the lower island 
south of Duncan, including 
Sooke and Jordan River. 

B.C. Hydro officials said the 
source of the blackout was 
somewhere between the Duncan 
terminal and Victoria. Cause 
had not been determined at 
12:30 p.m., but it was assumed 
to fave been caused by the 
lightning.

N his .talks in Washington, Gov- 
ernor Averell Harriman has 


used all his great, quite justified 
authority to oppose any extension of the 
bombing of North 


Vietnam. In this, he 
has had the full 
support of his o- 
negotiator, the able, 
hard-headed Cyrus 
Vance. For the .mo- 
ment, therefore, this 
is a- dead issue. It 
can be brought to life 
within a week, to be 
sure, if serious trou- 
ble is caused by the 
major attack on Saigon which the enemy

@ matter of days. 

Yet General Creighton Abrams is 
already using ail the terrible power at 
his disposal against the regiments of the 
enemy's 5th, 7th and 9th Divisions and 
the main force battalions from the Delta 
that are being moved up to the attack.

Where one #s to‘look for a source of 
this homefront trouble, ff mot to the 
bombing, no one at all can say, including 
those. analysts who aillege that the 
bombing must have been ineffec<ive 
because their computers could not prove 
the effects.

on Hanoi cannot in truth be denied. Nor

Allies Influenced 


That ts one side of the angument. 
Being @ realist, Governor Herriman has 
never argued. on the other side, that he 
was getting anywhere at aill in the actual 
talks in Paris. His argument has been, 
rather, that the Paris talks and the 
partial bombing ‘halt have produced most 
important and valuable political results 
in allied countries and at home as weil. 

This is a perfectly valid argument. It 
is obvious that more extended bombing 
should ' not be. ordered, except from 
political-military necessity, afd with the 
aim of shortening the war. But that 
necessity may yet arise, wrilless the 
Hanoi wardeaders are teady to get down 
to business in Paris after their Last 
Hurrah against Saigon.

There is a passage 
buried deep in, this book 
that probably gets as 
close as we are likely to 
get to the mentality of 
the general who for four 
years commanded Ameri- 
can forees in South Viet- 
nam. It is William C. 
Westmoreland’ speaking 
informally to the class of 
1964 at/West Point: 

“~. In my ‘view, ‘the 
positive iene is the key 


to success .,. and it’s the one 
that has a ‘strong influence 
over . people. Men welcome 
leadership speculation, 
knowledge is not the. chief aim 
of man — it is action ... all 
mankind féel themselves 


weak, beset with infirmities, 
and surrounded with danger. 
The acutest minds are thé 
most conscious of difficulties 
and dangers. They want above 
all things a leader with the 
boldness, decision, and energy 
that, with shame, they do not 
find in themselves. He, then, 
who would command’, among 
his fellows must tell them 
more in energy of will than in 
power of intellect ...” 


Read that carefully and 
speculate. 

It is the shiheimahy of a 
natural leader and the answer 
to his critics (who of course 
in 1964 had not emerged). The 
key to suecess ‘‘The positive 


approach.”” The chief aim of 


man? Not speculation, not 
knowledge, but-‘‘action-” “The 
acutest minds’ —for that, I 
suppose, read Aftellectuals — 
truly want-the boldness and 
decision that “with shame” 
they~do not find in them- 
selves. The sine qua non of 
the man who would com- 
mand? ‘Energy of -will.” 

These are not the remarks 
of a man who._finds fascina- 
tion in ambiguity or truth in 
hallmarks of the successful 
general. Was it necessary for 
Westmoreland to have an 
appreciation of these things to 
sueceed in Vietnam? What 
sort of intellectual equipment 
should’ a. commander bring_to 
a political guerrilla war, part 
civil struggle, part war of 
aggression? 


The suspicion is that what- 
vever it was, Westmoreland did 
not have it. But the final 
judgment will have to wait on 
events. 

Ernest B. Furgurson does 
not attempt an assessment of 
Westmorelands Vietnam 
years and the omission 
damages the book, which is 
an extremely valuable and 
well-written essay on the 
making of a general. Furgur- 
son is an absolutely straight 
reporter who sticks to facts, a 
rare breed in 1968. 

It could not have been an 
easy book to write: West- 
moreland has apparently 
passed through life without 
acquiring a § ingle vocal 
enemy or speaking a. single 
really controversial. word. 


This is literally a biography of 
an. Eagle Scout. 

Top cadet at West Point, <a 
colonel at 30, in the mid-1950s 
the youngest major-general in 
the -army, —Westy was—as 
Furgurson’s apt ‘subtitle puts 
it—an inevitable: general.

It is partly because we 
know So little of the American 
military as an institution that 
the rise of Westmoreland is 
intrinsically interesting, There 
would appear, from this nat- 
rative, to. be no rhyme nor 
reason to his successive pro- 
motions: One job ends and a 
new assignment begins — as 
an artillery officer, chief of 
staff of a division, division 
commander, superintendent of 
West Point. 

That the promotions would 
come, there.was no doubt, But 
why this division and not that 
one? Who was pushing: the 
levers, and making things

The general ended up at one 
point, as a brigadier, at the 
Harvard School of Business.

American Doctors Recognizing 
Health Crisis in Their Society 


SAN FRANSICSO——Ameri- 
can doctors are beginning to 
become aware that this is the 
20th Century. 


Lasi week a sleepy old 
dinosaur, the American Medi- 
cal_Association,.showed_ signs 
of waking up and lurching into 
the future. 

This is not at all sure yet. 
‘The AMA loves-to_takeone_or 
two steps forward and then a 
few backward. 

But it absorbed some swift 
kict:s in the tail last week and 
it responded with signs of 
stirring, as it held what can 
now be described as one of its 

most eventful annual sessions. 

One of the week's first 
signs: The AMA Body,. its 
council on medical service. 
plainly: said good health ‘‘re- 
quires”’ . ready availabilty of 
high quality care “without 
regard” to ability to pay. 

This may not sound very 
radical, but it firmly refutes 
the AMA's 1967-68 president, 
Dr. Milford 0. Rouse of 
Dallas who said on his 
inaugural hast June that one 
of medicine's big ‘ ‘problems” 
was “the concept of ‘health 
care as a fight rather than a 
privilege.”

Israel disunites the Arabs, it 
continues, and the orthodox 
revolutionary slogan that 
unity leads to the liberation of 
Palestine should be -reversed 
liberation is the road to unity. 

This is a’ convincing argu- 
ment because the harder Israel 
hits back against the guerrilla 
bases, the greater becomes 
the pressure on Arab govern- 
ments to make a reality of a 
collective military strategy 
which has proved so elusive in 
the past. 

King Hussein, President 
Nassér, and General Jadid 
are responding to the popular 
challenge in very different 
ways. Indeed,there has been 
an exact reversal of roles. 


Ironically,*it is King Hus- 
sein, the ‘reactionary’ mon- 
arch,’ who has gone furthest to 
meet his people, -or at least 
the Palestinian half of them 
who now make the running in 
his Kingdom. Of course, he did 
his best not to, but now the 
Jordan has become a guerrilla 
base he has forfeited an 
authority which he will find 
difficult, if not impossible, to 
restore. 


Adrift 


Helplessiy adrift on a 
popular tide of feeling for the 
guerrilias, King Hussein is 
being carried into the 
unknown. He was recently 
quoted here as saying to a 
friend: “‘Every time I take a 
step I move forward like a 
blind man. I never know 
where I’m going and what I'll 
be forced to do tomorrow.” 

President Nasser has only 
gone half way to meet his 
people. 

In February, he felt first a 
premonitory upsurge of 


students’ and workers’ power. 
He skilfully warded it off and 
promised to press ahead with 
the construction of an open 
and democratic society which 
so many Egyptians seek. 

The great preoccupation in 
Egypt today is the strengthen- 
ing® of the “home front’ by 
“giving power to the active 
force of the ,people.” This. is 
to be achieved by elections 
within Egypt's only party. the 
Arab Socialist Union, but it all 
has a ‘contrived. and uncon- 
vincing alr. 


Democracy 


How, ene wonders, can 
Nasser introduce democracy 
now when he felt unwilling or 
unable to do so in bygone 
days when the whole’ Arab 
world was-at-his feet? ~ 

As. for. the Syrian Neo- 
Ba’athists, the true sons of 
the people, they ~have “not 
given an inch to the postwar 
popular mood, They are set- 
ting up any. number of 
“committees for the protec- 
tion of the homeland’ and 
defence of the revolution,” 
and they are self-righteously 
calling for. the immediate 
unity of the progressive Arab 
countries — knowing full well 
that Nasser cannot accept — 
but one thing they cannot do 
is to take a look at them- 
selves. 

While, in Egypt, self-critic- 
ism has become a fashionable 
slogan, for. the-Ba'athists the 
lessons of the June war are so 
damning they simply cannot 
concede that there are any 
lessons to be learned. :

asset, The so-called collective 
Jeadership. makes this impos- 
sible in Syria. 

General Jadid presides over 
an extraordinary paradox: the 
most -unpopular—and unrepre- 
sentative regime in Syria's 
modern history, but one of the 
most stable. 

The junta knows that one 
chink in the armor of its 
hated niilitary dictatorship 
could be fatal. It may survive 
a long time but. the longer it 
does the further it will take 
its unhappy country down a 
dead-end street. 

All three regimes, not to 
mention others in the’ Arab 
world, can. only react. to 
events. They cannot mold 
themselves any more, 

Not even Nasser has much 
margin for manoeuvre, . If 
King Hussein” feels ~ blind. 
Nasser must feel, at least half- 
blind. 


Some Device 


On the issue of Palestine, 
Nasser would, no doubt, 
gratefully accept in the inter- 
ests of a peaceful settlement 
some semantic device thought 
up by diplomats in New York 
and elsewhere which appeared 
to save the Arabs’ honor, «But 
he cannot. be sure.the Arab 
people would accept it. 

It is this weakening grip 
which makes it doubtful 
whether President Nasser 
would, in the ‘event. of a 
serious Israeli response, catry 
his present peace offensive to 
a logical conclusion.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jazz 
trumpeter Harry (Ziggy) Elman, 
famed for his recording of 
And the Angels Sing, died Wed- 
nesday aged 54 after a long 
illness.

30-35% Increases for Nurses 


A settlement proposal in the 
dispute ‘betwen more than 
4,000 registered nurses and 61 
hospitals. in British Columbia 
would boost monthly salaries, 
‘by 30 and 35 per cent in a two- 
year agreement. 

Formal acceptance of the 
proposal by the B.C. Hospitals 
Association, on behalf of: 61 
hos pitals, was ‘announced 
today. 

The. revised settlement pro- 
posal was arrived at in joint 
discussion after members. of 
the Registered Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation of B.C. voted 95 per 
cent in favor of strike action. 

They had earlier rejected 
increases of 21.8 per cent and 
27.4 per cent in two steps this 
year in an 18-month agree- 
ment, 

The hospitals spokesman 
said the new proposal repre- 
sents an imerease of 30 per 
cent in the starting rate and 
35. per cent in the top rate in 
three stages of a two-year 
agreement. 

Present pay starts at $390 a 
month and increases to $466 
after four years. 

The new proposal would 
increase the starting rate to 
$508 at Jan. 1, 1969, and the 
top rate would go to $635. at 
the same time, but a fifth 
year’s increment | is added, 
said the hospitals spokesman. 

The starting rate would be 
increased to $450 retroactive 
to last Jan. 1.and go to. $475 
July 1 before reaching the 
$508 figure. 

Earlier, nurses voted 81 per 


cent to reject a proposal 
which would have taken the 
starting rate to $475 July 1 
and the top rate, adding a 
fifth year’s imerement, to 
$593.75 at the same date. 

The nurses’ were seeking 
increases of more than 50 per 
cent — $600 a month to, start 


rising to $841 after five years. 

The new proposal also in- 
cludes vacation benefits, shift 
differentials and portabilty of 
salary increments when 
nurses change hospitals.

And, said Mr, Hamilton, it is 
no good to take ‘‘two kids from 
downtown ‘Torontd’” and throw 
them into a smail, remote, 
depressed community and say 
“fix it up.”

‘He said ASC volunteers are 
tald they are going into com- 
munities “that have issues and 
problems — and if you become 
an issue and problem, you're 
going to get yanked out.” 

Persons within the B.C. 
government have approached 
ASC for information..on — its 
organization and programs, he 


ASC pays its vohnteers $1 a 
day plus room and board during 
the summer and gives them @ 
further $200-when they return to 
school, ; 

“They lose money,’’ he said.

In Montreal — .

MONTREAL (CP)—A ‘new heart is beat- 
ing today in the chest of Canada’s second 
heart transplant patient, 49-year-old Gaetan 
Paris, fewer than three hours. after a surgi- 
cal team began the operation at the Montreal 
Heart Institute, # 

The institute said the ‘‘new heart began 
beating with the help of a single electrical 
shock at 11:12 a.m.” 

Dr. Paul David, executive director of the 
institute, said that “at this stage the con- 
ditions of the operation are more fayor- 
able than in the first transplant.” 

The operation’ was completed at about 
12:30 p.m. 

Canada's first heart transplant, in an 
operation lasting more than four hours May 
31, also was performed at the institute by a 
team headed by Dr. Pierre Grondin, who per- 
formed today's operation. 

The first recipient, Albert Murphy, 59, 
died 46 hours later of various circulatory 
complications. 


FOUR ALIVE 


Today's transplant was the 22nd in the 
world. Four are still living. Mr. Murphy 
was the world's 18th transplant patient. 

The heart of Mr. Paris, an electrical 
designer and father of five living in nearby 
Laval, came from 23-year-old Yvon Bastien 

Fg who died Thursday night of injuries suffered 
3 in a motorcyete accident: 
on@ne-of Mr: Bastien's-kidneys was being 
transplanted at Royal Victoria Hospital to 
Charles -William Doyle, 29° a Saint John, 
N.B., policeman. The other kidney ‘was 
damaged in the accident and, could not be 
used for a transplant.

Dr. David said the operation on Mr. 
Paris had proceeded favorably. The heart- 
lung machine used to sustain him was re- 
moved at 11:24 a.m. His blood pressure 
was about 120 compared with a blood pres- 
sure of between 90 and 100 in the late stages 
of the operation on Mr, Murphy. 

Mr. Paris had suffered ‘progressive heart 
failure’’ since his third major heart attack in 
January, when he was unconscious for two 
weeks, Dr. David said. 4 

Mr. Paris was transferred to the institute 
Jan 31, In the last week doctors ‘‘really had 
difficulty in keeping up his condition.” 


HAD DIFFICULTY 


Relatives of Mr. Bastien, who died about 
1 p.m., offered his heart to the institute. 

The operation today was started hours 
after the recipient's wife, Claire, publicly 
appealed to hospital emergency wards in the 
area to remind families of accident victims 
that her husband needed a heart transplant. 

“As a wife and mother of five children, I 
ask only that any family that is in a position 
to come to the aid of my husband does not 
hesitate to make the gesture, which will cost 
nothing, but which could save a life,” she s 
in an interview. : “
